T THE close of the season, in June, 1926, Prescott Blount was elected captain of the 
q rifle team for 1926-1927. At the same time Douglas McDougal was selected as manager.

The play takes place during Commemoration Week at Oxford. Two undergraduates of 
St. Olds, Oxford, Jack Chesney and Charley Wykham, are very ardently in love with Kitty Ver- 
dun and Amy Spettigue, who are leaving soon on a journey to Scotland. Desiring an oppor- 
tunity to propose to the girls before they leave, Jack and Charley decide to entertain them 
at lunch in Jack’s room with Charley’s Aunt, whom he has never seen, but whom he is expect- 
ing on a morning train, as chaperon. However, the Aunt, Donna Lucia D’Alvadorez, wishes 
to surprise her nephew, so wires that she cannot come. Charley receives the wire only a short 
time before the appointed luncheon hour. Still eager to carry out their scheme, he and Jack 
force one of their school friends, Lord Fancourt Babberley, to masquerade as the aunt. Jack’s 
father, Colonel Sir Francis Chesney, and the indignant guardian and uncle of Kitty and 
Amy, Mr. Spettigue arrive. Mr. Spettigue is pacified by the fraudulent aunt, and he and Sir 


Francis vie in doing favors for the supposedly wealthy Donna Lucia. _ 

Meanwhile the real Donna Lucia with Lord Babberley’s sweetheart appears. A general 
mixup follows, full of fun and laughter.
